The National Dairy Show. 


The date of the National Dairy Show, which will this year 
be held in Springfield, Massachusetts, in a brand new group 
of buildings, which with the grounds of 166 acres will repre- 
sent an expenditure of $750,000, has recently been fixed by 
the National Association officers in Chicago, as October 12 
to 21. The plans of the Eastern States and Agricultural and 
Industrial Exposition directors for the housing of this great 
National event have developed rapidly and the entire suc- 
cess of the greatest movement ever undertaken for the better- 
ment of farm conditions in New England is assured. 

Guernseys in the past have always been exceedingly well 
represented both in quality and quantity atthe National 
Dairy Shows. In recent years they have several times out- 
numbered the representations of other breeds, and it is hoped 
that this year will bring forth even an added number of 
animals than has heretofore been shown. 


List of Individual Winnings. 


It has been our custom for the last few years to give a list 
of the winnings of individual animals at the Fall shows in 
the January issue of the Journal. This year these winnings 
appear this month, the delay being caused by the holding of 
several important shows so late that the winnings could not 
be classified in time to publish them last month. This list it 
is believed, will aid the breeders materially in writing pedi- 
grees and in other ways. It has been checked as far as possi- 
ble. 

Arrangement of Material in Journal. 


We wish to call the attention of the breeders to a few 
changes which have been inaugurated in this issue of the 
Journal. In volume nine the pages of editorial matter, 
records and news items will be numbered consecutively 
throughout the volume. In the last issue of the volume will 
appear an index of the editorial matter and news items, an 
index of all cuts used in same, and an index of the performance 
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records which have been approved and published in the 
preceding six issues. In accordance with this plan the title 
page will appear as the first numbered page of each issue 
and immediately preceding the editorial page. 

The number of Advanced Register records has now reached 
the 4500 mark. The list of Class Leaders has so materially 
changed that it was thought wise to publish in this list the 
leading ten cows in each class instead of the leading five cows 
as has appeared in the past. 

It will also be noted that there has been a change in the 
form of publishing the transfers. The desire has been ex- 
pressed on the part of many breeders to have them so pub- 
lished that they might follow more easily the transfer record 
of any animal and unless the list is published alphabetically 
this would be exceedingly difficult to do. In the past, we 
have grouped the animals that have been sold at a single sale. 
As they appear in the new arrangement each animal will be 
found alphabetically listed. 


New Cows in Class Leaders. 


The history of 1916, as told by the production of large 
records has already commenced for our breed. In this 
month’s issue there will be found an account of the entry of 
three new cows to the list of five highest records of cows of 
various ages. These records were made in the states of Maine. 
Wisconsin and California, and all coming at practically the 
same time from localities so widely separated and environ- 
ments differing greatly from one another seems to us a Cir- 
cumstance which signifies that our breed while not only 
readily adaptable to a wide range of conditions is advancing 
along sane and substantial lines. 


Our Cover. 


The picture of the Island cow, Valentine III. 7514 P. S., 
which appears on the cover of this month’s Journal has been 
recently received from Henry T. Nant of Passee Villa, St. 
Sampsons, Island of Guernsey, and is especially appropriate, 
we believe, to place on this the special ‘‘Prize Winnings” 
number. This cow won the King’s Cup this past season. 
Combined with a form which gained for her this great honor 
she also holds the distinguished position, which is looked 
upon in this country as fully equalling the one awarded in 
the show yard—that of having produced more butter fat in 
one year than any other cow on the Island. 

In a letter accompanying the picture Mr. Nant says in 
part, 

‘*I also send you a list of the prizes Valentine II]. has won 
these last two years. 

First Prize first-class Cows, R. G. A. and H. S. Whitsuntide 
Show, 1914. 

Reserve for Society’s Cup for the best Cow in the Show. 

First and Champion Cup, also Challenge Cup for best Cow 
in the Show.—Guernsey Farmers’ Show, June 25, 1914. 

First and Champion Cup, Reserve for ‘‘Douglass” Cup 
and Winner of the Challenge Cup for the best Cow in the 
Show, R. G. A. and H. S. Show, Whitsuntide, 1915. 

King’s Cup, July 29, 1915.” 

Another picture of this cow appeared on the title page of 
the May, 1914, issue of the Journal when announcement of 
her record of 15477.75 pounds of milk and 783.10 pounds of 
butter fat was first made and at which time Frederick Phillips 
had recently imported one of her sons. We, therefore, wrote 
Mr. Phillips and asked him to say a few words about this cow. 


He replied as follows: 

‘The first I knew of this cow was some three or four years 
ago when I was told that owing to a death in the family to 
which this cow belonged all the live stock etc. would be sold 
at auction to settle the estate for the family, and that Val- 
entine III’s dam, Valentine II., was a grand old cow and 
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would be sold as well as her daughter. I tried to go and see 
them before sailing for America, but could not get the time. 
They were sold at auction while I was in this country and 
Valentine III. brought I think’ £22 or $110.00. On my re- 
turn to the Island I went to see them and was indeed sur- 
prized to find so beautiful a cow. She was then a young cow 
but large with a top line as straight as a board. Very wide 
in her hips, a beautiful fine wither, nice neck and a beautiful 
head, and I think the nicest handler I ever put a finger on. 
I tried to buy her but could not get a price put on her. After 
that she was shown at the Whitsuntide Show and placed 
third when some time in milk and far from a fresh cow. 

After that she was tested and I went to see her again. 
Mr. Nant, her owner, told me she was milking sixty pounds 
a day and would like to take me to see her where she was 
staked out on grass. We drove there, about a mile and a 
half, and I was shown her pegged within twenty feet of a 
high road on the side of a bank. Nant told me he took her 
there every morning, gave her one shift of the peg at midday 
and took her home at night and that he hoped to beat all the 
cows in the test on Guernsey. I told him he would be a 
lucky man if he could do so with such treatment as that and 
he said, ‘Well, I ought to, I’m feeding her some wet bran at 
night.” That is the way Valentine III. produced 15477.75 
pounds of milk and 783.10 pounds of butcer fat in one year, 
and to make it more remarkable still, carried her calf seven 
months and twenty days during her test. She was then 
shown again and won at the Whitsuntide Show 1915, May 25, 
first prize in first class cows, Champion Cup for best cow in 
the Show and Challenge Cup for best cow or heifer, and then 
on July 29, 1915, she was awarded at the King’s Show the 
King’s Cup for the best cow on the Island. 

As a producer of milk she is a wonderful cow and if she had 
been in America it is hard to estimate what a history maker 
she would have become. A remarkable thing to some would 
be the fact that she does not carry a very large udder. I 
have seen her fresh and dry and in fact in all periods of lac- 
tation. When she is just fresh she has a pretty large udder

Another 
thing is that it is a very beautiful udder, well rounded out 
behind and running well forward, plenty of room between 
her teats and those extremely well placed, a thing not always 
seen on large producers. 


She is a perfect show cow, ideal type, very high quality, 
and perfect disposition and I have seen few cows that com- 
pare to her at all, none when fresh. As a breeder she has 
distinguished herself in producing Imp. Sailor Boy 28600, a 
bull of large size and who will be a valuable sire. I imported 
and sold him for the highest price realized at my 1914 auction.

To change her would 
be to spoil her. Mr. Nant may well be proud for on both 
sides of the Atlantic many have tried, but few succeeded, in 
breeding such a grand individual who has proved her worth 
on the markets of the world, and set up a type which all 
breeders of Guernseys should be only too glad to follow.” 


7514 P. S. was sired by Admiral Togo of 
Passee Villa 318 F. S. who traces through the sire’s side to 
May Rose II. 3251 P. S. and out of Valentine II. 3193 F. S., 
by Harl of Chitral 11821 P. S. A. R. whois by Loyal of the 
Hunguets 978 P. S. A. R. Valentine II. is the dam of two 
Advanced Register cows in this country. They have pro- 
duced 12254.6 pounds of milk and 576.15 pounds of butter 
fat and 14150.5 pounds of milk and 663.16 pounds of butter 
fat respectively.

MODERN TENDENCIES AND THE MILK TRADE 


NE of the most interesting developments in the market 

milk situation, from the standpoint of owners and 

breeders of dairy cattle, is the growing practice of 
demanding and paying for quality as well as quantity in 
milk. Legal standards setting the minimum percentage of 
butter fat allowed have, of course, existed in most of the 
states for some years, and many cities have supplemented 
these with local and more stringent regulations. But these 
standards average only between 3 and 3.5 per cent—which 
is a minimum indeed; nor do they provide any stimulus 
toward producing anything better than barely good enough 
to pass muster. 

The modern point of view is well illustrated by the action 
of a leading milk company in Elgin, IIl., which in making its 
bid for winter milk for the Chicago district, offered $1.754% 
per 100 pounds of milk testing 3.6 per cent. For each tenth 
of 1 per cent variation from this there will be added or de- 
ducted 3 cents per 100 pounds of milk, according as it tests

more or less than the standard. Thus, milk testing 3 per cent 
will be worth about $1.5714 while 4 per cent milk will bring 
$1.8714—a very substantial difference. 

As is always the case with the changes that follow the lead 
of progress, the results of this policy, as it spreads over the 
country, will be felt most acutely by the ignorant, careless, 
ultraconservative farmers and dairymen. Much will depend, 
of course, on the cost of making milk , which varies widely 
with different cows and feeding systems; but the composition 
of the milk, its butter fat content, is not a similarly variable 
factor. Hence, the wisdom of breeding and selecting con- 
stantly for an increased butter fat percentage. In these 
developments and tendencies, champions of the so-called 
‘‘butter breeds” will find further confirmation of the worth 
of the'r favorites; and sponcers of the heavier milk producing 
breeds will see a new and important reason for using the 
Babcock test and acting in accordance with its findings.

sprung up and bore fruit in abundance have been the 

Guernseys which have gone to the Pacific Coast. Yere 
perhaps more than in any other section of the United States 
has the coming of the ‘‘quality breed” been fervently wel- 
comed. Comparatively young people can easily recall when 
the first Guernseys made their appearance in that far western 
country. The president of the Oregon Guernsey Cattle Club 
recently made the statement that it was only a few years ago 
when there was but one Guernsey exhibitor at their state fair 
and his cattle were looked upon by a large throng of unen- 
lightened but curious farmets. 

The contrast between this condition and that at the past 
year’s Oregon cattle show, where nearly one hundred Guern- 
seys of excellent quality were on exhibit, hints at the course 
of development in this new dairy section. Likewise, in Cali- 
fornia is the breed growing in popularity. Here again is the 
show ring an index to the progressiveness of its admirers. 

The Livestock and Dairy Journal in 1910 published the 
fact that for the first time in the history of the Fair was there 
competition in the Guernsey classes. Contrast this with the 
showing just made at the Panama-Pacific, International 
Exposition, which—though the cutting down of the entries 
to a coast show affected the Guernsey more seriously than any 
other of the dairy breeds—brought out 135 Guernseys and 
concerning which the Breeders’ Gazette said: 

‘*The student of the trend of dairy cattle breeding and the 
wide extension of interest in Guernseys will evince no surprise 
at the strength of the exhibit which this breed presented at 
San Francisco. Westward the star of the yellow skinned 
cattle has taken its way and it has found firm foothold on the 
shores of the Pacific. The attendance around the 
show ring on the day of Guernsey judging was a palpable 
tribute to the popularity of the breed in the far western 
country.” 

Though the Guernsey breed was several years later than 
the other leading dairy breeds in establishing a register in 
the United States and though she has imported the least 
number of cows of any of these breeds as a foundation for her 
development in this country, we find that she follows these 
breeds much more closely in the production of remarkable 
records. We understand that some of the leading records of 
the Jersey breed are to be found in Oregon, and it was only 
recently that Tilly Alcartra’s wonderful production of Hol- 
stein milk in California was announced. 

Recently also a California Guernsey has entered the list 
of Class Leaders. Fleurette of Riverside Farm 36386, A. R. 
2930, who gained this honor, was purchased by Walter H. 
Dupee of Santee, California, from J. L. Hope of Madison, 
New Jersey, on May 11, 1914. After being shipped over the 
three thousand miles’ distance across the continent from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, she was put on a retest for the Ad- 
vanced Register in September of the same year. She had 
previously completed a record with her first calf of 9973.5 
pounds of milk and 492.12 pounds of butter fat and under her 
new environment and climate closely resembling that of the 
Island of Guernsey, the native home of the breed, she pro- 
duced on her retest at three years of age 13665.5 pounds of 
milk and 689.56 pounds of butter fat, and, therefore, enters 
fifth place in the list of Class E. leaders replacing Sweet 
Maria 25151, A. R. 1803, a daughter of the premier Guernsey 


I IKE unto the seed which fell upon fallow ground and 


producer, Murne Cowan 19597, A. R. 1906. Fleurette pro- 
duced very evenly throughout the year, making in her first 
full month 64.51 pounds of butter fat and in her last 49.35 
pounds. Her maximum butter fat production was made in 
December, the third month after calving, when she produced 
72.81 pounds of butter fat. 

As to her breeding it may be said that Fleurette is well 
backed up by Advanced Register ancestors, all of the sires 
and dams appearing in her immediate ancestry having gained 
this honor. Her sire is Cherry’s Lad of Lewison 14678, A. R., 
who has two daughters in the Advanced Register. The other 
daughter than Fleurette is Aneta Warren Wood of Elmpines 
37416, A. R. 3526, who produced at two and one-half years of 
age 11629.01 pounds of milk and 497.08 pounds of butter fat. 
Cherry’s Lad of Lewison 14678 was sired by Imp. Raymond 
of the Preel 11353, A. R., a son of Imp. Masher’s Sequel 
11642, A. R., and who now has thirteen daughters and five 
sons in the Advanced Register. Cherry’s Lad of Lewison’s 
dam is Imp. Cherry Girl of the Villocq 21271, A. R. 778. 
This cow was born in 1904 and was put on a test as a three 
and a half year old when she produced, carrying a calf seven 
months, 9614.05 pounds of milk and 427.25 pounds of butter 
fat. 

The dam of Fleurette of Riverside Farm 36286 is Caprice 
of Haddon 24332, A. R. 1347, who was born in 1907 and has 
the unusual record of producing a heifer calf each year since 
she was two years old. She was put on test at first calving 
and produced 9450.7 pounds of milk and 479.37 pounds of 
butter fat while carrying a calf seven months. She was re- 
entered in 1913 when she produced 12383.8 pounds of milk 
and 625.49 pounds of butter fat, carrying a calf six months. 
Two of her daughters made up the first prize Produce of 
Female at the Panama-Pacific International Exposition 
last fall. Her sire is Glenwood’s Combination 8th 12550, 
A. R., whose sire and dam are both in the Advanced Register 
and who now has seven daughters in the Advanced Register 
and one son who has an Advanced Register daughter. Ca- 
price of Haddon’s dam, Zodiac of the Meadows 18055, A. R. 
587, made in the early days of testing, 6880.4 pounds of milk 
and 329.7 pounds of butter fat as a two year old, carrying a 
calf nine months of the record and calving two months before 
her record was finished. The breeder of Fleurette of River- 
side Farm 36386 is recorded as Ed. Porter May of Framing- 
ham, Massachusetts. The detailed production by months 
is herewith submitted.

CHILMARK FARMS, OSSINING, NEW YORK 


OWNED BY V. EVERIT MACY. 


HILMARK Farms is on a branch of the New York 

H | Central Hudson River Railroad which runs along the 
beautiful and historic ‘‘Rhine of America” and is 

about an hour’s ride from the Grand Central station in New 
York City. This estate is a very old one and the Guernsey 
herd one of the first established in the county. As one looks 
out over the rolling hills and valleys from the mansion above 
and sees the farm buildings beneath and, in the summer, the 
beautiful cattle grazing in the green pastures it presents a 
most pleasing sight. The estate consists of 250 acres about 
one hundred of which are under cultivation and are used to 


produce the excellent results which the herd now evinces 
would take considerable space and much of it would perhaps 
prove uninteresting to the general reader and, therefore, a 
discussion of only those bulls who have had a marked in- 
fluence on the herd will appear. 

The first bull used was Imp. Financier 8571 A. R., who was 
imported by Mr. Macy in December, 1902, at the age of 
three and one half years. He was used for three years when 
he was sold into Pennsylvania and about a year later was 
killed because of a broken leg. This bull was sired by Victor 
des Rocquettes 1057 P. S. and was out of Imp. May Rose of 


produce the roughage for the herd. 
Corn is grown for ensilage and grain 
and alfalfa and beets complete the 
kinds of roughage fed. Most of the 
grain fed is purchased in the form of 
ground mill feeds. On the remainder 
of the estate wood lots, parks, per- 
manent pastures and a small lake 
will be found. 

Guernseys were brought to the 
estate thirteen years ago when seven- 
teen head were purchased. From 
this number a very fine and select 
herd of over one hundred head has 
been developed. Two of the original 
cows were still alive and paying a 
profit when I visited the farm last 
summer. A history of these cows and 
their offspring will be taken up later 
in the article. 

The products from this select herd 
are put up In a strictly sanitary man- 
ner. The cow barn which will house 
forty-two cows in stanchions and 
also contains along one side a row of 
box stalls where cows on test and 
others requiring special attention are 
kept would satisfy the most critical 
judge of sanitary requirements in 


WESTCHESTER COUNTY GUERNSEYS 


On the Harlem Division of the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad and 
along the banks of the Hudson River, within 
a distance of fifty miles of New York City, 
one will find many exceptionally good berds 
of Guernsey cattle which are kept primarily 


for the purpose of furnishing a bigh class 


product to the owners of large country 
estates within this region. 


Some of these berds are on this account 
comparatively small in size but are therefore 
none the less wortby of especial mention since 
they contain very fine animals of blood lines 
generally accepted as among the leading ones 
in the Guernsey breed to-day. Nine of these 
berds are within a sbort distance of one 
another and are easily reached 1n a one or 
two day’s trip through this section of the 
country. They comprise in all about two 
bundred and fifty bead and five of the berds 
were described in the December 1915 issue of 
the Journal. We are bere describing four 
more berds which are prominent ones in the 
Couniy, namely:—Woodland’s Farm, White 
Plains, owned by Felix M. Warburg; Chil- 
mark Farms, Ossining, owned by V. Everit 
Macy; Katonab Wood Farms, Katonab, 
owned by Clarence H. Whitman, and New 
Castle Farm, Mt. Kisco, owned by Winthrop 
Cowdin. 


Dentonia 13853 and is recorded as 
the sire of eight Advanced Register 
daughters and one Advanced Register 
son. One of those which was bred by 
Mr. Macy was Beatrice of Chilmark 
21983 A. R. 919 who as a two year old 
produced 7048.1 pounds of milk and 
381.43 pounds of butter fat. 
Following this bull was Imp. Mash- 
er’s Galore 8572 A. R. who was used 
more extensively and whose influence 
in Mr. Macy’s herd and on the Guern- 
sey breed is still being felt through 
the high average production of his 
daughters and granddaughters which 
are entering the Advanced Register. 
This bull was imported by Mr. Macy 
in the same shipment with Imp. 
Financier 8571 A. R. but was only 
one year and six months of age. He 
was used in the herd until August, 
1906, when he was sold to C. H. 
Mackay of Roslyn, New York. To 
date he has sired thirty-four heifers 
and twenty-two bulls. He is now 
credited with fourteen Advanced Reg- 
ister daughters and three Advanced 
Register sons. Seventeen of his 


milk production. A milk house kept 
tightly screened, neat and clean con- 

tains an ice machine, live steam and all the necessary ap- 
paratus for preparing the milk for delivery with a low bac- 
terial count. This milk goes in part to various ones on the 
estate, but the bulk, over 800 gallons daily, is sold to a nursery 
settlement for baby feeding. O. V. Phelps, the superintend- 
ent, and H. Stantford, the herdsman, take great pride in the 
production of clean, safe milk and the herd presents a clean 
and wholesome appearance at all times. 

The young stock is also well cared for. A large enclosure 
where calves can run and exercise each day without being 
subjected to storms and bad weather has been built in con- 
nection with the cattle barn. Strong, growthy looking droves 
of calves are the result of such care. 

A description of all of the sires which have been used to 


daughters have been bred at Chil- 
mark Farms and have entered the 
Advanced Register there. His most 
noted Advanced Register progeny is King Masher 11084 
A. R. all of whose daughters in milk have been tested and 
have entered with exceptionally large records. King Masher 
11084 A. R. was bred at Chilmark Farms and his dam, An- 
toinette’s Queen’s Prize VII. 16010 A. R. 497, will be dis- 
cussed with the foundation cows. Imp. Masher’s Galore 
8572 A. R. was sired by Imp. France’s Masher 2d 7248 A. R. 
and out of Zara 3471 P. S., making him, therefore, a half 
brother to that great sire, Imp. Masher’s Sequel 11462 A. R.., 
who at the present time has more daughters in the Advanced 
Register than any other bull of the breed. 

The next herd bull which was used was a son of Governor 
of the Chene 1297 P. S. A. R. by name,Imp. Cora’s Governor 
of Chilmark 8971 A. R. He was out of Imp. Cora’s Queen’, 
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FIFTEEN TWO YEAR OLD HEIFERS AT CHILMARK FARM. 


Prize IX. 16004 A. R. 143 who was also imported by Mr. 
Macy when he founded his herd. She was afterwards put on 
test in the early days of the Advanced Register and produced 
8080.38 pounds of milk and 410.81 pounds of butter fat as a 
two and a half year old and calved again before her year was 
ended. Imp. Cora’s Governor of Chilmark 8971 A. R. is one 
of the leading bulls in number of Advanced Register daugh- 
ters having to date twenty-eight daughters whose records 
average 416.51 pounds of butter fat. He is also the sire of 
three Advanced Register bulls, Count of Chilmark 11364 
A. R. with two Advanced Register daughters, Justice of the 
Chene 11711 A. R., sire of five Advanced Register daughters 
and Archer of Chilmark 13376 A. R. with five Advanced 
Register daughters. The breeding of his leading daughters 
will be discussed later in the article. Archer of Chilmark 
13376 A. R. was later used as a herd bull for a period of years 
and sired thirty-two daughters and twenty-three sons. He 
was out of Imp. Lady Archer XII. 17557 A. R. 473, who as a 
three year old made 9225.95 pounds of milk and 408.69 pounds 
of butter fat. 


Following Imp. Cora’s Governor of Chilmark 8971 A. R. 
and before Archer of Chilmark 13376 A. R. was used to 
any extent, however, the bull Golden Masher 10464 A. R. 
served for a short time. He was a son of Imp. Masher’s 
Galore and out of Imp. Golden Drop of Chilmark 18675. He 
sired a number of excellent cows and four of them have been 
put on test and have entered the Advanced Register with 
an average of over 500 pounds of butter fat. 


At the present time there is being used in the herd Itchen 
Daisy’s May King of Langwater 17349, a bull of excellent 
type and breeding. He was born May 17, 1910, and bred 
by F. Lothrop Ames of North Easton, Massachusetts. His 
sire, Dolly Dimple’s May King of Langwater 12997 A. R., 
is a son of Imp. King of the May 9001 A. R. and out of Dolly 
Dimply 19144 A. R. 628. Dolly Dimple’s May King of 
Langwater now has six daughters and one son in the Ad- 
vanced Register. Two of these daughters have entered the 
Advanced Register with over 500 pounds of butter fat and 


two with over 600 pounds of butter fat. The dam of Itchen 
Daisy’s May King of Langwater 17349 is Imp. Itchen Daisy 
3d 15630 A. R. 100, who was imported shortly before she was 
started on the record as a two year old. At this age she made 
9958.70 pounds of milk and 533.83 pounds of butter fat and 
later on retest at fourteen years and seven months of age, 
carrying a calf five months, 13636.8 pounds of milk and 
714.10 pounds of butter fat was produced. To date Itchen 
Daisy’s May King of Langwater 17349 has sired thirty bulls 
and thirty cows and his young stock which is coming on looks 
very promising. Several of these are in milk and are produc- 
One daughter, May King’s Caroline 45588, 
milked over thirty-five pounds per day with her first calf.

She was entered for the Advanced Register as a two and a 
half year old when she produced 10059.1 pounds of milk and 
456.20 pounds of butter fat and as a four year old she was 
re-entered and produced 11235.00 pounds of milk and 545.03 
pounds of butter fat. She is a beautiful looking animal 
carrying the dairy qualities of her mother to a large degree, 
but has more size. Her next two calves were bulls and her 
last two calves have been heifers the last one being born in 
January, 1914.

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NEW CASTEL FARM 


Owned by Winthrop Cowdin 


OT far from the station of Mt. Kisco, New York, is the 
N beautiful estate of Winthrop Cowdin consisting of 
some 200 acres of rolling farm and timber land. Here 
a herd of sixteen milking cows with young stock making a 
total of about thirty head is kept to supply high class products 
to private families living on the estate and a portion of the 
product is sold to private trade. Over sixty acres of ground 
are cultivated and on this amount of land nearly all of the 
corn and roughage fed to the cattle is raised. This consists 
chiefly of corn, clover and small grains and a portion of the 
farm is devoted to potatoes. The cattle are housed in com- 
fortable barns well equipped with the latest modern improve- 
ments including two silos from which the herd is kept supplied 
with succulent feed throughout the year. The cattle stand 
in two long rows of stanchions down the center of the barn, 
and each cow is groomed twice daily and given the best of 
care required to produce a good quality of milk in the most 
sanitary manner. As stated above only a small herd of cows 
is kept. Sixty cents per quart is received for the cream and 
forty cents per pound for natural colored butter. 

The first cows were purchased in 1909 and a later addition 
was made in 1911. The foundation cows consist entirely of 
imported stock headed by the bull, Fashion Plate’s May King 
of Linda Vista 18616 bred by Louis E. P. Smith of Holliston, 
Massachusetts, and sired by Langwater May King 13001 
A. R., who is being used in one of the best herds in the country 
and to date has twenty-seven registered daughters and twenty- 
five sons. Three of his daughters are in the Advanced Regis- 
ter with records of 423, 515 and 547 pounds of butter fat 
respectively. Fashion Plate’s May King of Linda Vista 
18616 is out of Fashion Plate 18444 bred by H. McK. Twom- 
bly of Madison, New Jersey, and is by Imp. May Rose King 
8336 A. R. thus making the herd bull at New Castel Farm a 
double grandson to the great bull, Imp. May Rose King 
8336 A. R., all of whose daughters now living are in the Ad- 
vanced Register. Fashion Plate 18444 was put on test as a 
three year old and produced 6531.26 pounds of milk and 
308.17 pounds of butter fat and later at seven years of age 


was re-entered and produced 12400.55 pounds of milk and.

In regard to some of the foundation stock cows it may be 
said that one of the most attractive animals purchased in 
1909 was Imp. Pride’s Lass 27505. She was imported by 
H. W. Wigman of Lansing, Michigan, and is a daughter of 
the great bull, Golden Noble II. 1836 P. S., A. R., who now 


has twenty-four daughters in the Advanced Register whose 
records average over 525 pounds of butter fat. He is also the 
sire of three sons who are in the Advanced Register. The 
dam of Imp. Pride’s Lass 27505 is Rosebud’s Pride 5657 P. S. 

Another daughter of Golden Noble II 1836 P. S., A. R. 
purchased at the same time is Imp. Tostevin’s Rose II. 27501. 
This cow is now seven years of age and was bred by A. R. 
Tostevin of the Island of Guernsey. Her dam is the founda- 
tion stock cow Tostevin Rose 2978 F. S. 

Another of the imported cows purchased in 1909 was Imp. 
Bessie III. of the Vauquiedor 22696, a daughter of the great 
sire, Governor of the Chene 1297 P. S. A. R. Her dam is 
Bessie of the Vauquiedor 2363 F. S.

BOUT forty miles from New York at 
A Katonah is situated the Katonah 

Wood Farm and Guernsey herd, 
the farm being about two and one-half 
miles from Katonah Station. 

Katonah Wood derives its name from 
Indian history. The high ground on which 
is situated the mansion was the favorite 
hunting ground of the Chief Katonah, who 
was the chief of the tribes that roamed over 
that part of Westchester County. Chief 
Katonah was very friendly with the whites 
in that section, so the story goes, and a 
little under the brow of the hill to the east 
are two large boulders by which it is sup- 
posed that Chief Katonah and Fis equaw 
are buried, while a little further down is 
another boulder by which their papoose is 
buried. It is told that Katonah’s squaw 
Cantatoe and her papoose were killed by 
lightning, and the old chief pined away and 
died from grief. 

The surrounding farms have been added 
from time to time until the farm conzists of 
five hundred acres situated on two ranges 
of hills between which flows the Beaver 
Dam river, which on its course through the 
farm is supplied from many small streams 
and springs thereby insuring a bountiful 
supply for the stock that roam through its 
pastures. 

Leaving the main road one enters the 
drive which winds through the estate up a 
slight grade. On each side borders immense 
oaks and other trees, and after ccming in 
view of the mansion the drive turns to the 
left and winds through the wecds ard the 
farm buildings come suddenly into view. 
The buildings are all shingled aid stained 
with that color that only nature can give.

The cow barn is fitted with modern stanchions which run 
its entire length. The stanchions accommodate fourteen 
head. The floor underneath is concrete, upon which is a 
broad platform which insures warmth to the cows and is 
easily removed for cleaning. The building has windows on 
three sides, giving plenty of sunlight and air; the ceiling is 
high and the barn roomy. One of the main features of the 
barns is their location with reference to drainage. Situated 
as they are there can never be any danger from standing 
water, or foul smelling puddles. 


A glance over the herd and over the herd books will show 
that all the animals are representatives of the most famous 
families in Guernsey history. 


The leading herd bull on the farm is Imp. Sequel’s Mono- 
gram 15649 A. R. This bull is a son of the great sire of sires, 
Imp. Masher’s Sequel 11462 A. R. and next to Imp. Galaxy’s 
Sequel 16904 A. R. has the largest number of Advanced 
Register daughters of any of the sons of Imp. Masher’s 
Sequel 11462, sixteen of which are in the Advanced Register. 
Imp. Galaxy’s Sequel 16904 A. R. has thirty-seven and Imp. 
Sequel’s Monogram 15649 A. R. has fifteen Advanced Regis- 
ter daughters. Not only has he this number of Advanced 
Register daughters, but also has six sons with two or more 
daughters in the Advanced Register and one other son who 
has one Advanced Register daughter. There is also a daugh- 
ter of his, Imp. Ivy of Koshkonong Place 35646, who is the 
dam of one Advanced Register daughter. 


That Sequel’s Monogram is carrying on the reputation of 


the Masher Sequel family in siring great sires is indicated by ~ 


the work and records which have been made by his sons’ 
daughters. Two of these sons have six Advanced Register 
daughters each, five hundred pound records being found in 
each lot. There are four Advanced Register sons having two 
tested daughters each with very high average records when 
all conditions are considered. Sequel’s Monogram’s dam is 
France’s Honoria 4670 P. S., and the bull was bred by Alfred 
Le Patourel of the Island of Guernsey and imported by Mr. 
Whitman in 1909. He has been used quite extensively in 
the Katonah Wood herd and though it is a small one, twenty- 
three of the thirty-three sons and thirty of his sixty-six 
daughters have been bred by Mr. Whitman. France’s Hono- 
ria 4670 P. S. is sired by Imp. France’s Masher 2d 7248 A. R,,. 
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thus making Imp. Sequel’s Monogram 15649 a double grand- 
son of this wonderful Advanced Register bull. France’s 
Honoria’s dam is Honoria VIII. 4201 P. S., whose daughter, 
Financier’s Honoria II made an official record on the Island 
of 532.39 pounds of butter fat. 


It was stated above that Imp. Sequel’s Monogram 15649 
A. R. had fifteen Advanced Register daughters. Among 
these are five with records of over 500 pounds of butter fat. 


' One of these is Imp. Sequel’s Daisy of the Manor 31231 


A. R. 2322, who as a two year old made 10481.80 pounds of 
milk and 461.93 pounds of butter fat and carried a calf six 
and a half months. She was again entered for a record as a 
three year old when she produced 12209.60 pounds of milk 
and 503.67 pounds of butter fat. Another is Imp. Fan IV. of 
the Croute 28519 A. R. 2442 who as a three year old, carrying 
a calf nine months, produced 11872.8 pounds of milk and 
530.34 pounds of ‘butter fat. Another one, Imp. White 
Heather’s Monogram 33792 A. R. 2474 was entered for a 
record as a two and a half year old and produced 11996.06 
pounds of milk and 583.24 pounds of butter fat, carrying a 
calf six and a half months. Imp. Sequel’s Guernsey Lily 
28377 A. R. 2734, another daughter of Imp. Sequel’s Mono- 
gram 15649 A. R., was entered as a three and a half year old 
when she made 11539.10 pounds of milk and 534.97 pounds 
of butter fat, carrying a calf five months. 


Katonah’s Betty 41257 A. R. 3796, another of Sequel’s 
Monogram’s daughters, and one which was bred at Katonah 
Wood Farm, produced as a two year old, carrying a calf five 
months, 12252.20 pounds of milk and 518.12 pounds of butter 
fat. Two other notable two and a half year old records made 
by daughters of this bull are those of Imp. Violet IV. of the 
Grandes Capelles 26955 A. R. 2703 who produced 10670.2 
pounds of milk and 494.64 pounds of butter fat. The other 
daughter, Imp. Lavonia’s Beauty V. 32058 A. R. 2061 pro- 
duced 8901.10 pounds of milk and 424.30 pounds of butter 
fat, carrying a calf seven months. 


It will be noticed from the above that practically all but 
one of Sequel’s Monogram’s daughters which have made 
records have been imported from the Island of Guernsey. 
The daughters which have been bred at Katonah Wood are 
due to freshen from now on and Mr. Whitman and Mr. Cook- 
son, the manager, are looking for great results. The reason 
why these heifers have not freshened earlier is due to the 
breeding plans which are employed at Katonah Wood. They 
require that heifers shall not freshen until three years of age. 
This plan has been followed for some time, and they find that 
it works out remarkably well. The cows which are on the 
test for the Advanced Register receive only herd care getting

practically all of their food from pasture during the summer 
and a simple herd ration during the winter. 

Before Imp. Sequel’s Monogram 15649 A. R. was imported, 
the bull, Strong Anchor 5849 A. R., bred by H. McK. Twom- 
bly of Madison, New Jersey, was used for a time. This bull 
has fourteen daughters in the Advanced Register, two of 
these were bred by Mr. Whitman as was Strong Anchor’s 
two Advanced Register sons, Prince Mac of Katonah 11030 
A. R. and Strong Anchor 2d 12836 A. R. The two Advanced 
Register daughters of the latter bull, namely Katonah’s 
Nancy 27314 A. R. 2646 and Katonah’s Bella 27315, were 
also bred and records made at Katonah Wood Farms. 
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Most of the milking cows are daughters of either Strong 
Anchor 5849 A. R. and Imp. Sequel’s Monogram 15649 A. R. 
or his two Advanced Register sons mentioned above. There 
is one, however, that is a daughter of Fernwood of Home- 
stead 7448 A. R. Her name is Watercress of the Glen 16881 
A. R. 2093, and she has an Advanced Register record of 
8840.70 pounds of milk and 449.51 pounds of butter fat, 
carrying a calf seven and a half months. There are two 
daughters of Rex of Beaver 13731, also in the milking string. 
One of these is Katonah’s Kaleda 43430, who as a four year 
old has produced in 319 days 7497.2 pounds of milk and 
384.29 pounds of butter fat. Rex of Beaver Ridge 13731 is a 
son of Imp. Billy’s France 12476 A. R. Another daughter of 
Rex of Beaver Ridge 13731 is Katonah’s Salome 33429, who, 
though not on test, will produce around 9000 pounds of milk 
for the present lactation period. 

A daughter of Imp. Masher’s Sequel 11462 A. R. in the 
milking string is Imp. Bella II. of the Baissieres 19674 A. R. 
1728, born in February, 1904. She will milk this year about 
9000 pounds of milk. Her daughter by Imp. Sequel’s Mono- 
gram 15649 A. R. is Katonah’s Buttermaid 42758 and the 
herdsman says that they expect great things from her the 
next time she freshens. There are a great many very fine 
heifers by Imp. Sequel’s Monogram 15649 A. R. which will 
be coming into milk soon and which are very milky looking 
animals. There are now two on test, one of whom gave 
during the first month over 9000 pounds of milk testing 
better than five per cent. She is still on the gain and will 
probably give over 1000 pounds of milk this month.

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THE STORY OF LAVANTON 11611 A. R. 


As Expressed by the Work of His Daughters. 


A Study of the Production of all Heifers sired 
by a Guernsey Bull, whose Opportunities to Dem- 


onstrate his value-his prepotency, have been limited 


to one small herd. 


T is seldom that one finds a sire in a herd of fifteen cows 
| who has distinguished himself as has Lavanton 11611 
A. R. In this story shall be taken up the work of all the 
daughters of this great bull. These are not many, due to 
the limited scope of his service possibilities, but his record is 
none the less remarkable on this account. From the small 
beginning of three yearlings and four cows as foundation 
animals, purchased only eight years ago, a herd of fifteen 
females with a wonderfully high average producing ability 
has been developed, through the influence of Lavanton 
11611, and the quality of the cows bred to him. 

Lavanton 11611, born January 21, 1905, was bred by S. M. 
Shoemaker of Eccleston, Maryland, and sold to H. H. Pear- 
son, Jr. of Claiborne, Maryland, as a two year old. In this 
herd he was given the place of herd sire and all of his daugh- 
ters have been developed under Mr. Pearson’s eternal vigi- 
lance. 

The sire of Lavanton 11611 is Merry Anton 8337 A. R., 
who was by May Day 1132 E. G. H. B., a son of May Rose 
2d 3251 P. S. and Loyal of the Hunguets 978 P. S. A. R. 
Lavanton’s dam, Lavesa R. 15064 A. R. 669 made her record 
of 9,318.8 pounds of milk and 450.89 pounds of butter fat in 
1907 and 1908, as a five year old cow, on a simple grain ration 
and ordinary herd care. She was sired by the Advanced 
Register bull, Duke of Hardwick 6436 A. R. 

Mr. Pearson further adds regarding the pedigree of this 
bull. 

“*It may be of especial interest to those who have recefttly 
established Guernsey herds and who do not have access to 
the old files of the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal to mention 
that Loyal of the Hunguets 978 P. S. A. R. was the grandsire 
of Imp. May Rose King 11462 A. R. and also of Imp. Itchen 
Daisy 3d 15630 A. R. 100, the dam of Imp. King of the May 
9001 A. R. He, therefore, appears twice as great grandsire of 
Imp. King of the May 9001 A. R. Loyal of the Hunguets 
978 P. S. was also great grandsire of Spotswood Daisy Pearl 
17696 A. R. 790, and is great grandsire of Lavanton 11611. 

“*May Rose 2nd 3251 P. S., a progenitor of Lavanton was 
a granddaughter of Presto 14 P. S., who was the grandsire of 
Bonny Boy 1097 P. S., of whom Mr. Murphy wrote so enter- 
tainingly in the May, 1914, number of the Journal. Presto 
14 P. S. was also a progenitor of Dolly Bloom 12770 A. R. 40, 
the dam of Dolly Dimple 19144 A. R. 628.” 

Lavanton 11611 as an individual is large. A few measure- 
ments given in an earlier issue of the Journal are herewith 
quoted, 

*““When we say that Lavanton now weighs 1970 pounds, 
has a paunch girthing 10514 inches, and measures 87 inches 
from horns to tail, it does not mean that he is coarse, because 
he is not. He is large of frame, well developed, has a grand 
crest, and stands solidly, but he has finish and quality and 
beauty—an impressive beast.” 

Regarding the individuality of this great bull, Mr. Pearson 
further writes, 


*‘The characteristic of Lavanton 11611 that appeals to us 
most strongly is, of course, the efficiency of his daughters. 
There are, however, two other qualities that always afford 
us pleasure to dwell upon, and which seem to be individually 
his,—namely, his great good nature, his docility, and com- 
plete freedom from nervousness. His kindly disposition 
appears to be transmitted to his daughters. Their lack or 
absence of nervousness we are prepared to believe is a con- 
tributing factor to good production, maintained at good 
levels without wide fluctuations. This absence of excitability 
on the part of his daughters was-notably illustrated at the 
time of our disastrous fire in December, 1913. The fire 
occurred at seven o'clock in the morning. The cattle were 
turned loose and allowed to roam, which was not customary, 
and at three o’clock were put in the mule barn for milking— 
in stalls they had never occupied, with a blazing fire within 
forty feet. The supervisor was here and we continued tests, 


and as the reports at that date will establish, no cow dropped . 


two pounds in milk. We regard this as remarkable, and in 
our observation have never noted anything that impressed 
us so truly indicative of the dairy quaities as spelled by 
production, of the Guernseys as a breed. 

The other characteristic referred to is the wonderful 
looseness of Lavanton’s mellow hide, thinner, more pliable 
than that of any bull we have ever handled. The udders of 
his heifers are very well balanced, their fore-udders extending 
well forward, and with good teats, wide apart, insuring con- 
venience in milking. As one of our most excellent milkers, 
Joseph, who has more cow philosophy than anyone we have 
ever talked with, expressed it, “The udders of Lavanton’s 
heifers are not pendant, like a pickle longways.’ That form 
of udder Joseph abhors and detests.” 

It was stated above that Lavanton 11611 had compara- 
tively few progeny. These number at the present writing 
nine males and twelve females. One of Lavanton’s sons, 
namely, Apollo of Rich Neck 27937, is the junior herd bull 
of Mr. Pearson’s herd. At exactly two years of age he weighed 
exactly 1500 pounds and his heifers show great promise. 
He is out of a granddaughter of Golden Secret 12599 A. R., 
Bloomfield Pandora 20760 A. R. 1354 who has four Ad- 
vanced Register records 464, 572, 587, 634 pounds of butter 
fat respectively, and is now re-entered for her fifth yearly 
record. The other five sons have been sold for a total of 
$1900.00. Six of the female progeny completed their records 
as heifers with ‘first calves and two more are now under test 
as heifers. Three are not in milk as yet. The average of 
these six completed records is 9740 pounds of milk and 521 
pounds of butter fat. Three of these heifers were retested 
at second calving and have completed two records and a 
fourth is now under test for her second record. The average 
production at second calving of the three which have com- 
pleted two records and Mignonette for 311 days is 12,051 
pounds of milk and 621 pounds of butter fat. The fourth 
included in above, which is now on retest, has produced 
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LAVANTON 11611 A. R. 
Sire Imp. Merry Anton 8337 A. R. Dam Levesa R. 15064, A. R. 66° 
13,106 pounds of milk and 733 pounds of butter fat in 311 
days to December 31, 1915. Mr. Pearson expresses the hope 
that she will exceed 800 pounds of butter fat and thereby 
gain a prominent place in the Class D leaders. 

One of the daughters of this great bull, Pandora’s Valentine 
of Rich Neck 27622 A. R. 1742 has finished three official 
yearly records, the third being 14,341 pounds of milk and 784 
pounds of butter fat, thus achieving a place among the lead- 
ers in Class B, and her fourth record is in the process of mak- 
ing. Another daughter is now on test for her third official 
yearly record. 

The breeding and a discussion of the records of each of the 
eight daughters who have entered into the official work will 
be given in detail in the order in which they were entered for 
the Advanced Register. 

The first daughter which was started on test was Pandora’s 
Valentine of Rich Neck 27622 A. R. 1742, mentioned above. 
A peculiarity of the heifers sired by Lavanton 11611 is that 
about sixty per cent. of them have six teats. While some 
consider the extra teats as a deformity, others regard them 
as Indicating a strong proclivity for milk production, and at 
least not harmful. Lavanton’s heifers would seem to uphold 
the latter belief. Valentine’s udder was so congested prior 
to her first calf that contrary to a veterinarian’s advice, she 
was milked for two weeks before calving and gave from 
twenty to twenty-four pounds of milk daily from six teats. 


Her first record was begun when she was only two years 
and forty-seven days old and she made in 365 days 10041.80 
pounds of milk and 532.01 pounds of butter fat. She was 
milked continuously to the time of second calving, July 23, 
1912. With no rest, or being dry a day, she started her second 
record, after milking continuously for 478 days. In her 
second year in Class E, she made 11416.10 pounds of milk 
and 621.87 pounds of butter fat. At the close of this record 
she was allowed a rest of two months and after dropping her 
third calf, November 9, 1913, was again re-entered for her 
third year’s work which resulted in the production of 14341.6 
pounds of milk and 784.22 pounds of butter fat so attaining 
place among Class Leaders. Her next calving was on May 3, 
1915, and in the 240 days which she has been under test since 
calving she has produced on her fourth successive official 
record 8918.10 pounds of milk and 500.53 pounds of butter 
fat. We thus have an average production during three suc- 
cessive lactation periods of 11933.2 pounds of milk and 
646.03 pounds of butter fat. 

The persistency of production of this most wonderful cow 
is made evident by the following facts. On the first day of 
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the first test she gave 26.4 pounds of milk. On the 365th day 
she gave 28.3 pounds. Her highest day’s production during 
this record was 34.9 pounds. The first day of the second test 
she gave 30.9 pounds of milk and on the 365th day 27.8 
pounds. Her highest day being 36.8. The firstday of the 


_ third test she produced 38.6 pounds of milk and on the last 


day 26.9 while the highest day showed a production of 56.0 
pounds. When she began her third year’s test she weighed 
1120 pounds and at the end of the test her weight was 1225. 
Prior to fourth calving she weighed 144714 pounds. In 
further justice to the last record it should be stated that in 
December, 1913, the barns at Rich Neck were totally de- 
stroyed by fire and throughout a severe winter her work was 
carried on in an old mule barn, where many nights the liquid 
manure froze in the gutter. During the summer, in common 
with the other test cows, she was housed in an emergency 
stable. Here, because of the flies and the extreme heat, 
which registered as high as 110 degrees, she fell off in milk 
from her yield in May of 1436.80 pounds to 1083 pounds in 
June. The new barn was not ready for use until July 15. 
Three other cows completed re-entry tests under the same 
adverse conditions with records of 701.24, 715.84, and 772.48 
pounds of butter fat. 


The next daughter of Lavanton 11611 to enter the Ad- 
vanced Register was Blossom of Rich Neck 35505 A. R. 2580. 
This cow was born October 20, 1910, and was out of Peach- 
wood 2d 22501 A. R. 668 with three official records, the largest 
of which was 10635.4 pounds of milk and 533.16 pounds of 
butter fat made at seven and one half years of age. Blossom 
was placed on test on New Year’s day as a two year old and 
during the year 1913 produced 10182.9 pounds of milk and 
503.32 pounds of butter fat. Her next calf appearedin April, 
1914, and she was put on test three days after calving. Dur- 
ing the following 365 days she made 12800.9 pounds of milk 
and 648.62 pounds of butter fat, thus making two completed 
official records averaging at two and three years of age 11491.9 
pounds of milk and 575.97 pounds of butter fat. On August 
24, 1915, Blossom of Rich Neck 2d 61050 sired by Apollo of 
Rich Neck 27937 appeared and her dam was then entered for 
her third official test. In 126 days, to Dec. 31, 1915, she had 


produced 3730.8 pounds of milk and 206.17 pounds of butter 
fat. . 

The third daughter of Lavanton 11611 to enter the Ad- 
vanced Register was Columbine of Rich Neck 36827 A. R. 
2955. She was born in May, 1911, and out of Imp. Froome’s 
Queen 28706 A. R. 1421 who produced three records of 500.3 
pounds of butter fat, 551.88 pounds of fat, and 715.84 pounds 
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BLOOMFIELD PANDORA 2976 
Sire Imp. Masher’s Jewel 8868 A. R. Dam Imp Pandora of Lilyvale 18547

of butter fat respectively, all records made at mature age and 
in successive lactation periods, and she is now in fourth test. 
Imp. Froome’s Queen 28706 in turn was out of the great 
Island bull, Harley of Chitral 1182 P. S. A. R. who has en- 
tered our Advanced Register list through the production of 
three of his daughters, all of whom have records greather 
than 500 pounds of butter fat. Besides these daughters, 
Harley of Chitral 1182 P. S. A. R. has sired two other Island 
bulls whose daughters’ records made in this country have 
placed them in our Advanced Register lists. He was sired 
by Loyal of the Hunguets 978 P. S. 


Columbine of Rich Neck 36827 freshened in July, 1913, at 
two years of age and produced her heifer’s record of 8538.8 
pounds of milk and 473.67 pounds of butter fat. Freshening 
on October 6, 1914, she was again entered for official test and 
at three years and five months of age produced, according to 
advanced reports, not yet official, 8884 pounds of milk and 
483 pounds of butter fat. 


Tn fairness to these two records Mr. Pearson remarks that 
it should Le stated that during both of them Columbine was 
sick, but that she has developed great capacity, weighing 
1390 pounds at four ard one half years of age, he anticipating 
that in her next test she will redeem herself and prove a 
worthy representative of her family. 

The fourth daughter of Lavanton 11611 to enter the Ad- 
vanced Register was Mignonette of Rich Neck 36828 A. R. 
3054. This ceow was born May 27, 1911, and was out of 
Bloomfield Pandora 20760 A. R. 1354 who was mentioned 
above in connection with Apollo of Rich Neck 27937. She 
is thus a full sister to the junior herd bull at the Rich Neck 
Farms, and also to Pandoras Valentine, a Class Leader. She 
freshened fer her first record at just under two and one half 
years of age, November 15, 1913, and produced with her first 
calf 11099.5 pounds cf milk and 573.92 pounds of butter fat; 
she continued in milk to second calving on February 20, 1915, 
not dry a day and was re-entered for her second record. The 
last reports show her to have produced in 311 days to Dec. 31, 
1915, 13,106.8 pourds «f milk and 733.31 pounds of butter 
fat. She has milked from Nov. 15, 1913 to Dec. 31, 1915, 
776 days without rest. It is this cow which Mr. Pearson 
hopes will finish well up among the three and one half year 
old class leaders. 

The fifth daughter of Lavanton 11611 to complete a two 
year old record was Hcliotrope of Rich Neck 42114. This 
heifer was bern on September 3, 1912, and was out of Imp. 
Froome’s Queen 28706 A. R. 1421 whose work and breeding 
was mentioned above in connection with the discussion of 
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the work of Columbine to whom Heliotrope is a full sister. 
Her bull calf was sold to the University of California. 

Heliotrope of Rich Neck 42114 freshened on November. 20, 
1914, being two years and eighty-one days old at the begin- 
ning of her test. Her production of milk was not great, but 
she proved to be a very high tester and when her work was 
finished last fall she had produced a total of 8595.3 pounds 
of milk and 509.83 pounds of butter fat, her average test 
being 5.93. During this record the highest full month’s 
production was 49.88 pounds of butter fat and the lowest 
39.67 pounds, thus furnishing another instance of the per- 
sistence of Lavanton’s daughters in their yearly production 
work. 

The sixth and last daughter of Lavanton 11611 to complete 
her work as a two year old was Violette of Rich Neck 41117. 
She was born, June 26, 1912, and was out of Bloomfield 
Pandora 20760 A. R. 1354, thus making another full sister 
to Apollo of Rich Neck 27937, the junior herd bull and to 
Pandora’s Valentine of Rich Neck 27622 and Mignonette of 
Rich Neck 36828. The dam of this wonderful family, Bloom- 
field Pandora 20760 A. R. 1354, had a bull calf December 9, 
Peerless of Rich Neck, and has been entered for her fifth 
official record at nine and one half years of age. 

Violette of Rich Neck 41117 calved for her record on 
December 8, 1914, and produced as a two year old 9985.9 
pounds of milk and 540.32 pounds of butter fat. In speaking 
of her record Mr. Pearson says, 

“*I regret she did not exceed ten thousand pounds of milk. 
I was not mindful of the opportunity early enough, otherwise 
could have fed to gain the requisite, 14.1 pounds, to attain 
10,000.” 

Another of Lavanton’s daughters now on test in Class F, 
Hyacinth of Rich Neck 41116, freshened January 15, 1915, 
at two and one half years of age, her record shows her to have 
produced in 347 days to Dec. 31, 1915, 8959.1 pounds of milk 
and 469.99 pounds of butter fat. Her dam is Bloomfield 
Ednah 20758 A. R. 1422, a half sister to Bloomfield Pandora 
20760, through the sire, Imp. Masher’s Jewel 8868 A. R. 
who has five Advanced Register daughters with records very 
much larger than the average for the breed, Bloomfield Ed- 
nah’s record being 10894.9 pounds of milk and 486.24 pounds 
of butter fat as a four year old and 12288.3 pounds of milk 
and 598.49 pounds of butter fat as a five year old. 

Another unfinished record is that of Tulip of. Rich Neck 
45359 born in February, 1913, and who freshened as a two 
year old in July, 1915. To Dec. 31, 1915, she has produced 
in 186 days 5784.7 pounds of milk and 321.13 pounds of 
butter fat, and bids fair to surpass all of her half sisters in 
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PANDORA’S VALENTINE OF RICH NECK 27622 A. R. 1742 
_ gSire Lavanton 11611 A. R. Dam Bloomfield Pandora 20760 A. R. 1354 
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their records as heifers. Tulip of Rich Neck’s dam is Peach- 
wood 2d 22501 A. R. 668 whose work and breeding has been 
mentioned with Blossom of Rich Neck 35505, a full sister 
of Tulip’s. 

This completes a description of all of Lavanton’s daughters 
that have been entered on the official work. As stated above 
there are three more which will be entered as soon as they 
freshen. In regard t o Lavanton’s sons we have told some- 
thing of Apollo of Rich Neck 27937. A full brother of his 
has gone to head a notable herd in Waukesha County, Wis- 
consin, and a grandson has found his way to the Pacific 
Coast where with proper care and opportunity he will un- 
doubtedly make a good record for himself. 

Mr. Pearson further writes: 

“‘Another great daughter of Lavanton 11611, namely 
Frances Lily of Rich Neck 54382, born August 19, 1914, is 
being developed with the vision of attaining high place in 
class leadership. ‘‘Lily” is out of that great cow Imp. 
France XVIII’s Daughter 25001 A. R. 2008, now seven years 
of age and who has been developed at Rich Neck Farms. 
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Her weight is 1400 pounds and she has achieved four yearly 
records of 440, 615, 701 and 734 pounds of butter tat with her 
first and successive calves. She is a daughter of Golden 
Noble II 1836 P. S. A. R. and through him a granddaughter 
of Imp. Golden Secret 12599 A. R. On her dam’s side she is 
a granddaughter of Imp. Masher’s Sequel 11462 A. R. and 
France XVIII, with an Island record of 12,555 pounds of 
milk. It will be remembered that Mr. Alfred G. Lewis 
always showed France XVIII in a vignette, on all catalogues 
of White Springs Farms, and that Mr. Ames, of Langwater 
Farms, purchased France XVIII for $2000 and her day old 
calf for $500. 


**We sold a bull calf sired by Lavanton 11611 and out of 
France XVIII’s Daughter for $1000 before her second official 
record was completed. She calved another son of Lavanton’s 
on November 15, 1915, and has been entered for her fourth 
official yearly test.”

Thus we see that the daughters of Lavanton 11611 A. R. 
at an average age of two years and ten months have produced 
an average of 10588 pounds of milk and 567 pounds of butter 
fat, carrying a calf five and a half months, while the dams 
have produced an average of 10562 pounds of milk and 541 
pounds of butter fat at an average age of six years, carrying a 


calf seven months. A society registering grade dairy cattle 
which has recently been established in Ohio has figured out 
different factors whereby the production of animals at differ- 


ent ages and carrying calves for different lengths of time can 
be put on the same basis. Using their factors on the averages 
found in the above table we have learned that Lavanton’s 
daughters have a value, according to their production, which 
is represented by the number 868 while their dams, put on 
the same basis, have a value represented by the number 710. 
thus showing by these theoretical numbers that Lavanton’s 
daughters are considerably better than their dams. 
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Wives on another page of this issue of the Journal 


we announce the fact that a Pacific Coast Guernsey 

has entered the list of class leaders, we here an- 
nounce one on the opposite coast of the United States which 
entered the list of class C leaders. This is the first cow in 
Maine to have gained this honor and it is significant that it 
should come simultaneously with the announcement of the 
honor gained by the California Guernsey. 

On December 26, 1915, Pauline Standish 33533 A. R. 3308, 
bred by E. H. Nickerson, Swanville, Maine, and now owned 
by H. J. Brown, Portland, Maine, finished a record of 15870.6 
pounds of milk and 757.21 pounds of butter fat which placed 
her in the fifth place in production among the four year old 
cows of the breed. 

The details of her milk and butter fat production are as 
follows:

Pauline Standish 33533 A. R. 3308 was sired by Daisy’s 
Hugo 1162 A. R. who sired but ten registered daughters and 
five sons and four of these progeny are in the Advanced 
Register. Her dam was Jane Standish 18030. Both sire and 
dam trace back to the early volumes of the herd register 
through what local men term ‘‘good old strains” but which 
have never become very widely known. 

Pauline Standish was born August 28, 1910, and was first 
placed on official test when she calved the heifer Colette 
Standish 48426 on September 1, 1913. She produced during 
the following year in her three year old form 10254.2 pounds 
of milk and 461.43 pounds of butter fat. When she calved 
in December, 1914, she was again placed on test, this time in 
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her four year old form, and in the following 365 days madé 
the remarkable record of 15870.6 pounds of milk and 757.21 


pounds of butter fat. Her production was very uniform 

throughout the year. The first full month of her work she 

produced 82.52 pounds of butter fat and after that ranged 
from 70 pounds to 50 pounds of butter fat per month giving 
yin her last full month 991.4 pounds of milk and 51.85 pounds 
of butter fat.

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Pacific International Live Stock Expo- 
sition Held at North Portland, 
Oregon, December 6-11, 1915. 


N. C. Maris in the Portland Live 
Stock Reporter has given a very full and 
detailed account of the show just held 
and also a very vivid account of the 
history of the show. 

We are quoting a portion of his article 
herewith: 

The most unique Show on earth, is 
the universal verdict of those who have 
attended the fifth annual Pacific Inter- 
national Livestock Exposition. Not 
unique for its fads and freaks, but on 
account of its intrinsic value, its up-to- 
dateness, in every feature from the 
smallest detail up to the most important. 
From the little initial impromptu show 
held at the Portland Union Stock Yards 
in the spring of 1910, it has grown by 
leaps and bounds to third place in point 
of quality and magnitude of all the live- 
stock shows in the United States, this 
year of our Lord, 1915. At least that is 
the verdict of expert judges from the 
East who have spent the week at this 
Show. The first Show was a small affair 
but its founders builded better than 
they knew. 1911 saw a much larger 
show, attracting the attention of stock- 
men of the state generally to the extent 
that they demanded a classification for 
dairy cattle, as well as fat and breeding 
classes of the beef breeds.

Among the features that make this 
show unique and distinctive from all 
others, are free admission, no entry fee, 
absolute closing date for entries, with 
special favors to none, catalogue con- 
taining name of every animal that 
enters the ring, excepting carload lots, 
and the publication of all awards in the 
official catalogue before the close of the 
Show. It is very much to the credit of 
the stockyards people, that through their 
enterprise and energy, they are able to 
stage such a show with so little outside 
support, their classification carrying 
$15,000.00, was declared by exhibitors 
this year to be the most complete and 
well balanced of any that they had seen 
at any show. Five thousand dollars of 
the prize money comes from the millage 
tax County Fair fund, $6000 being given 
by the Chamber of Commerce and the 
balance of the fund necessary to finance 
the show is put up by the Union Stock 
Yards Company. The free admission 
is possibly a considerable factor in draw- 
ing the good attendance this show enjoys,

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notwithstanding the fact that it is an 
outside ride from the city, with two car 
fares to pay. 


The weather was anything but favor- 
able this year, the rain gods seemingly 
overlooking the dates of this important 
event, furnished rain in most copious 
quantities at intervals throughout the 
week. Forgetting all this, however, the 
attendance reached a very satisfactory 
number. The growth of this show has 
impressed the people with the develop- 
ment of the livestock business at the 
Portland Union Stock Yards. This 
business has grown from $4,000,000 the 
first year of its establishment, to $17,- 
000,000. Some idea of the volume of 
business may be gained from the fact 
that the local stock yards bank clear- 
ances last year were $28,000,000. The 
first year in the history of these stock 
yards 36,363 hogs passed through their 
gates, while the present year the number 
will reach 300,000. A campaign along 
this line has stopped the sending East of 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000 a year for 
hogs, the supply now all coming from 
within our own borders. This was one 
of the primary objects of the pacific 
International Livestock Exposition. Such 
a show seemed necessary for several 
reasons; one of these was to bring to the 
‘attention of the producers the fact that 
they were not supplying the home mar- 
ket; another was to educate them to 
the importance and value of quality in 
their production, and yet another, and 
by no means least important of all, was 
to bring to the attention of the city of 
Portland the value of the livestock 
industry to the city and state. In this 
short time much missionary work has 
been done with telling effect. Portland 
is slowly beginning to realize that the 
$17,000,000 worth of cattle, sheep and 
hogs which offer themselves on the 
shambles annually, to aid in oiling the 
wheels of commerce, are woithy of 
recognition. It is, however, a slow 
process and many still consider the 
industry a side issue. 


A well compiled official catalogue is 
always appreciated by the public as 
well as the exhibitors. In order to get 
full satisfaction out of a _ catalogue, 
however, it is absolutely necessary to 
have closing dates in time to get the 
animals all listed. It is a rare thing that 
this date is fully regarded, but such is 
not the case here. The closing date was 
absolute, The closing date was absolute, 
and not an animal was allowed in the 
ring whose name*did not appear in the 
official catalogue. This shut out quite 
a number of entries this year, and it is 
rather unique that among these were 
the hogs owned by the president of the 
Show.

Lucella 
of Chicona, was a very acceptable senior 
champion but went down to defeat before 
the senior yearling heifer, Imp. Brilliant 
Fanny of La Grande’s Matson. This 
heifer is truly the sensation of the year. 
Freshening on Thanksgiving Day, sh« 
came to this show right out of the pasture 
with the most perfect udder it has been 
the writer’s pleasure to see attached to 
any Guernsey cow, young or old. Sh« 
is a heifer of good scale, constitution, 
type and character and with fitting 
would make a great show but in ordinary 
condition as she was, her other good 
points and perfect udder, easily carried 
her into premier position.

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Harford dainymen better than any other 
breed. 

Of course you want a cow that Is a 
good producer, and you want those 
products at the lowest possible cost. 
The Guernsey meets these requirements. 
Let me give you some figures to prove 
this. Yeksa Sunbeam 15439 was the 
first cow of any breed to make the 
equivalent of a thousand pounds of 
butter. May Rilma 22761, the world’s 
champion of all breeds, made a record 
of 19673 pounds of milk and 1073.41 
pounds of butter fat. Murne Cowan 
19597 followed this with a record of 
24008 pounds of milk and 1068.18 pounds 
of butter fat. 


Now to prove that the Guernsey has » 
the other requirement, namely, low cost 
of production. Murne Cowan made her 
record at a total cost of $196.74. May 
Rilma made her record at a total cost 
of $428.18. Nellie Jay 4th 38233, who 
has a record of 14772.70 pounds of milk 
and 726.32 pounds of butter fat as a two 
year old, made this record at a cost of 
$187.83. Cherry of Edgewater 38413 
made a record of 13454.20 pounds of 
milk and 732.76 pounds of butter fat at 
a cost of $170.15. 

Of course, an important factor in 
selecting a cow for the dairy business is 
whether or not her products will sell. 
This depends upon the quality. Wher- 
ever Guernsey products have entered 
into competitive trade, they have won. 
Guernsey milk or cream has three points 
in its favor. First is the color. It is a 
rich yellow that will attract attention, 
and that will sell. The second point is 
the high percentage of butter fat. The 
average test is about five per cent. The 
third point is its nutty flavor. Abbot’s 
dairy, one of the big milk companies of 
Philadelphia, has handled Guernsey milk 
for years, and they say that the yellow 
color of the Guernsey milk is a selling 
point, and has intrinsic value. The 
second point. Big condensing com- 
panies say that a district which has both 
Holstein and Guernsey milk is ideal, as 
the richness of the Guernsey milk gives 
about the right richness to the Holstein. 
Also, because of the high percentage of 
butter fat it is profitable to sell the cream 
only, leaving the skim milk on the farm 
and so retaining more fertility. 

Many farmers are not able tostart out 
with a pure bred herd, and here the 
Guernsey offers another advantage. If 
you use a Guernsey bull on a scrub, or 
better still on a grade, the next genera- 
tion will show a marked improvement. 

For the breeder with more money to 
invest, the Guernsey has great possibili- 
ties. She is a comparatively new breed, 
and there is much to be done in develop- 
ing her, as neither her types nor her 
records have been set.

mouth epidemic was raging in 

the Chicago Stock Yards and 
the Dairy Show cattle were quarantined 
near there, certain Interests and agri- 
cultural papers were very liberal in their 
criticism of the dairy interests when 
they were trying to protect themselves 
from disastrous results. Since the mat- 
ter has been cleared up, however, and 
the facts have been gotten at, certain of 
these papers have retracted some of their 
statements made last fall and the follow-

Chicago Live Stock World: 


The Chicago Live Stock World hereby 
retracts the criticisms published in its 
issues of September 21st and 30th, and 
Letober 1st, 4th, 5th, 7th, and 15th, 
regarding Dr. H. B. Favill, H. B. Osgood, 
J. A. Walker, J. K. Dering, W. J. Kittle, 
Mrs. Nelle Fabyan, W. E. Skinner and 
the oflicers and managers of the National 
Dairy Show and the National Dairy 
Council. 

We are convinced that the persons 
named, the officers and managers of the 
National Dairy Show and the National 
Dairy Council, have acted with sincere 
purpose to perform a public good, with 
unselfish motives in behalf of the pure 
bred dairy animal industry and in all 
they have done in this regard they have 
been fair and honorable and their conduct 
has been above reproach. 

Prior to the day the owners began to 
assemble their animals at the show barns, 
for the 1914 National Dairy Show, no 
information had been furnished the 
officers and managers there of, of the 
positive existence of foot and mouth 
disease in a neighboring s:ate. Such 
information as came to them before that 
time was to the effect that the Bureau of 
Animal Industry suspected the existence 
of foot and mouth disease in Michigan. 
This information coupled with 
assurance, not only to officers and man- 
agers of the show, but the exhibitors,— 
that there was no danger in the conduct 
of the show.

There is no doubt that mistakes were 
made by the officials of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Bureau of Animal 
Industry, and the board of live stock 
commissioners of Illinois, in the handling 
of the foot and mouth epidemic. No one 
who criticized those mistakes should 
have their motives impugned. Wherever 
our pen led us into the grievous error of 
stating a bad motive for these critics we 
gladly make retraction. 

The conflict between those interested 
in the meat animal industries and those 
interested in the breeding and protection 
of pure bred and registered live stock 
should vnever have occurred. These

I have a covered concrete 
dry manure pit, and a large concrete 
cistern for all liquid manure. I have a 
75-ton ice house; as complete a milk 
house (except pasteurization plant) as 
the best minds could suggest. 

Mine is for my family; a summer place 
of 40 acres adjacent to one of our public 
parks, within ten minutes ride of the 
court house. My place will be as com- 
plete and beautiful as the park—trees, 
fruit and ornamental, flowers, rustic 
bridges, pond and blue grass pastures.

Summary of Transfers. 


It has been the custom in the past to 
group the transfers so that they corre- 
spond as nearly to the number of sales 
as is possible to do from our office stand 
point.

Death of Hon. John Boscawen, England. 


Robert F. Ling, Secretary of the 
English Guernsey Cattle Society, sends 
us the following item regarding the death 
of Hon. John Boswacen who was one of 
the prominent members of their Society. 
In a letter to the office, Mr. Ling says 
that they have been rather unfortunate 
this year losing about eight of their 
members by death. 

‘“‘With very great regret we have to 
record the death of the Hon. John Bos- 
cawen, of Tregye, which took place with 
tragic suddenness on Sunday. The 
news will create a painful sensation 
throughout Cornwall, for the deceased 
was one of the best known and most 
universally popular and esteemed gentle- 
men in the Duchy. The hearts of all will 
go out in deep sympathy to Lady Mar- 
garet Boscawen (his widow) and to 
Lady Petre (his recently widowed daugh- 
ter) in this terrible blow, following as it 
does so closely upon the death of Lord 
Petre on the battlefield. 

‘*Mr. Boscawen was apparently in his 
usual health when he attended the 
morning service at Devoran Church, 
driving himself down in his motor car. 
After the service he tried to start the 
car, but there was some difficulty in 
doing so, and he was seized with a fit of 
coughing. He remarked to Mr. Tyacke, 
his co-churchwarden, ‘‘I have a bit of an 
asthma, and will wait a minute.” He 
went to Mr. Tyacke’s house, and in 
about five minutes said, ‘“‘I will start 
now.” Atthe same time he fell back and 
expired—practically in Mr. Tyacke’s 
arms. Later in the day the body was 
removed to Tregye. 

‘*An inquest has not been held, Dr. 
Bonar, of Probus, having certified that 
death was due to heart failure.”

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AST month we devoted some space 
in the Journal to a discussion of 
co-operative breeders’ associations 

for the advancement of Guernsey in- 
terests. 

The following which appeared in a 
recent issue of Brownell’s Dairy Farmer 
is here offered as a supplement to the 
article published last month: 

Michigan now has nearly fifty dairy 
breed associations. The word ‘‘nearly” 
is used because it is impossible to know 
from month to month just how many of 
these associations are actually alive. 
They are formed with much enthusiasm, 
but this does not always mean that the 
enthusiasm lasts. In many cases the 
associations have died after a few months 
or a year. Then it sometimes happens 
that after a period of apparent death, 
one member or a group of members 
manage to bring the association back to 
life. 

The result is that even W. F. Raven, 
the field-agent for the Agricultural Col- 
lege, who has had a hand in organizing 
most of our dairy breed associations, 
does not know exactly how many there 
are in existence in this state. He keeps 
on with his workof organizing breeders’ 
associations wherever his services are 
called for, but he never knows whether 
the new organization has helped to form 
is to survive or perish. 

The causes for both the success and 
failure of breeders’ organizations have 
been discussed many times in these 
columns. It is always interesting, how- 
ever, to secure new light on this subject. 
In turning over the pages of a bulletin 
issued by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, and written by T. N. Carver, 
Adviser in Agricultural Economics, the 
Editor came across something that is 
worth reading by every person interested 
in purebred dairy animals. The writer 
says: 

**Too much emphasis can hardly be 
laid on the importance of organized 
promotion of breeding enterprises. So 
long as this is left wholly to individual 
breeders, each one working alone, no 
great headway can be made by small 
farmers with little capital. Only those 
men who are in a position to invest 
heavily and advertise widely can do 
much in this direction. American farm- 
ers have accomplished something in the 
_ way of establishing new breeds of swine 
and poultry. These forms of live stock 
multiply more rapidly than any other 
of our common domesticated animals, 
and, therefore, it does not take so long to 
establish a breed. Outside of these two 
branches of animal husbandry our 
achievments are very limited. At this 
present moment it is doubtful if it can 
be honestly be said that we have estab- 
lished a single new breed of cattle, sheep,

or horses. We have depended wholly 
upon importation from abroad, and, in 
spite of the millions of dollars which have 
been expended for imported breeding 
stock, there is probably no European 
country which has so much poor stock 
as the United States, and there are not 
many. 

‘One reason for our indifferent suc- 
cess In animal breeding has been the lack 
of neighborhood organization. Where a 
whole community is interested in the 
same breed of live stock, where practi- 
cally every farm is a breeding station, 
there is, first, a wider basis of selection 
than where only one farm is given over 
to that breed. A wider basis of selection 
makes possible more scientific mating 
than is possible where there are only a 
few breeding animals from which to 
select. In the second place, a neighbor- 
hood enterprise of this kind gives greater 
permanency and continuity than is 
possible where only a few individual 
farmers are interested. It has happened 
so often in this country that it may 
almost be said to be the rule that by the 
time a successful breeder has built up a 
superior herd, stud, or flock, his life is 
drawing to a close, his sons have moved 
to town, and his animals are scattered. 
These animals may, after they are scat- 
tered, do something toward improving 
the general average of the animals of the 
community, but this is by no means 
certain. There are many chances that 
they will be crossed with other breeds, 
and the general tendency of haphazard 
cross-breeding is to produce mongrels. 
If, on the other hand, the whole com- 
munity in which such a breeder lived 
were engaged in developing the same 
breed instead of a large number of differ- 
ent breeds, his animals would probably 
remain in the same neighborhood and 
be crossed with others of the same breed. 
When this happens, the work of the 
individual breeder is not lost, but is 
enabled to count in the improvement of 
the stock of the country. Under our 
present highly individualistic methods, 
the farmer who enters upon a breeding 
enterprise frequently, if not generally, 
makes the initial mistake of selecting 
some breed which is new to his com- 
munity in order that he may have some- 
thing different from anything possessed 
by his neighbors. It is safe to say that a 
neighborhood whose farmers behave in 
this absurd manner will never become 
distinguished for the excellence of its 
live stock or of its field crops. 

‘*A third reason for our lack of success 
in animal breeding has already been 
suggested, i. e., the lack of stability of 
the average American farm family. 
Where the same farm stays in the same 
family for several generations, if it 
happens to be a breeding farm, there is

our discussion to call attention to the 
fact that well-to-do people leave the 
farms because the country does not 
furnish them the means of social and 
intellectual enjoyment which they crave. 
These things can be had only where there 
is an organized effort to build up the 
neighborhood on its social and educa- 
tional side.

‘‘Another very definite advantage in 


neighborhood organization for the breed- 
ing of farm animals has been realized in 


many communities. This is the oppor- 


tunity which such an organization affords 


for the purchase and maintenance of

nomical for a single small farmer who 


could not use him to his full capacity, or 


(2) purchasing jointly a number of pure 
bred males. Each animal thus purchased 
is kept on a single farm for two years. 


Then they are all changed around so 


that each animal serves on another farm 
for another two-year period, and so on 
as long as they are fit for service. In 
this way each animal can be used during 
his whole effective lifetime and his full 
value can be realized. Where an indi- 
vidual farmer purchases an animal of 
this kind, without the opportunity for a 
fair exchange, he must either sell the 
animal at a loss or run the risk of injuring 
his herd by undesirable inbreeding. 
Another advantage, not to be ignored, 
is the opportunity which the plan gives 
for more scientific mating. There being 
a larger number of pure-bred males in 
the neighborhood from which to select, 
arrangement can easily be made by 
which certain selected females can be 
mated with those males which have 
shown special prepotency. 


In short, if the farmers of a given 
community will all adopt the same breeds 
of farm animals, and if the same breeding 
farm will remain in the same family 
generation after generation, and if the 
farmers will practice co-operative pur- 
chasing and maintaining of breeding 
animals on a large scale, we can soon 
hope to rival any European country in 
the excellence of our breeding stock.” 
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Dairy Extension Movement is under 
Way in Illinois. 


A campaign is well under way to put 
at work in the State of Illinois 100,000 
additional thoroughbred and grade dairy 
cows, and to improve and modernize the 
methods of dairy farming in the State. 
To accomplish this purpose a fund of 
$20,C00 is being raised by-the ‘ ‘Business 
Men’s Dairy Extension Movement of 
Illinois,” Incorporated. Work is to be 
done under the direction of State Dairy 
and Food Commissioner, W. S. Mat- 
thews, whose official contact with dairy 
work in Illinois has made him an en- 
thusiastic advocate of improved dairy 
farming. 

The collection and expenditure of the 
dairy extension fund is in the hands of a 
board of directors comprising the fol- 
lowing: H. C. Beckman, President, 
representing machinery interests; G. A. 
Chapman, Secretary-Treasurer, repre- 
senting feed manufacturers; E. K. Slater, 
representing creamerymen; W. W. Mar- 
ple, representing butter and milk job- 
bers; John W. Knobbe, representing ice 
cream manufacturers; Dr. H. B. Favill, 
representing cattle interests; and W. E. 
Skinner, general manager National Dairy 
Show Association. 

Subscriptions to the fund are now 
being received, and the interest in this 
campaign is so great that no doubt is 
felt that the full amount of $20,000 will 
be subscribed. This movement origi- 
nated at a luncheon held at the Great 
Northern Hotel, Chicago, December 14, 
at which one hundred of the leading 
firms in the dairy world were represented. 
At the recent session of the Illinois 
Legislature an appropriation of $20,000 
per annum for dairy extension work was 
made, but when the ‘‘paring down” 
process started it was sacrificed because 
it was new, and it is the policy of an 
executive to subtract rather than to add 
in considering appropriations. It is, 
however, quite certain that if this fund 
of $20,000 is raised and the work of 
dairy extension well under way when 
the next legislature convenes, there will 
be little difficulty in securing an appro- 
priation for its continuance.

everyone. We here in the northern part 
of Hillsdale County and of northern 
Calhoun County, together with parts of 
Branch and Jackson Counties, have a 
highly developed co-operative creamery 
Still under the same management and 
with a patronage never equalled before, 
it shows an increasing prosperity from 
from year to year. 
520,000 pounds of butter was made and 
sold without exception on the Philadel- 
phia market as extra firsts at an average 
for the year of thirty-three cents net to 
the patrons.

HILE here at Greenwich, Wash- 
ington County, New York, it 


has been my opportunity to 
visit a number of pure bred herds and see 
many grade Guernseys dotting the hilly 
Today it was 


A young beautiful contoured sire has 
been purchased to take his place. Mr. 


Sherman’s man was not versed in his 


breeding. He was royally bred and will 


develop into a model sire if he is fed 


rightly. Most of the females were at 
pasture. We were shown one nice heifer 
with her little babe born at seven months’ 
gestation, and the little thing you could 
have cuddled right up in your arms and 
loved it. It would have weighed about 
twenty-five pounds. 

Just a little way from Elmpine Farms 
is Follyland Farms owned by I. C. 
Blandy and managed by R. L. Dodge. 
We found Mr. Dodge busy managing 
the filling of their large silo. As soon as 
the load was cut and a little adjustment 
made of the cutter he delegated the work 
to his assistants and kindly showed us 
the herd of Advanced Register workers, 
herd sires and calves. 

The aged sire, Imp. Hayes Royal 3d 
22237, was seven years of age and a prize 
winner on the Island. We liked his 
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intensive dairy qualities shown by his 
looseness of contour, his capaciousness 


in abdominal and chest cavities. His 


sire was the noted prize winner, Itchen 


Royal (1756 E. G. H. B.) sired by Imp. 


Golden Secret 12599 A. R., a May Rose 


bull, and out of Royal Rose (4279 E. G. 
H. B.) sired by Active Lad (653 E. G. 
H. B.) The dam of Imp. Hayes Royal 
3d 22237 was Hayes Olive 4th (6552 
E. G. H. B.) sired by Coronation King 
(1556 E. G. H. B.) and out of Hayes 
Olive (5838 E. G. H. B.), a noted prize 


winner. 


Langwater Peerless 19227 was next 
shown to us. Peerless is a well grown 
four year old bull of royal breeding 
whose ancestry did extra good work in 
the Advanced Register. He was sired 
by Imp. Yeoman 8618 A. R. 99, who 
was out of the extra good dairy cow, 
Hayes Rosie 15476 A. R. 116 with an 
Advanced Register record of 14633.08 
pounds of milk and 714.31 pounds of 
butter fat, and out of Langwater Nancy 
27943 A. R. 1826, who now has two 
Advanced Register records to her credit, 
one of 10913.90 pounds of milk and 
630.6 pounds of butter fat and the other 
of 12943.70 pounds of milk and 754.97 
pounds of butter fat. Langwater Nancy 
27943 A. R. 1826 was out of Early Rose 
of Raritan 11782 A. R. 72, who has two 
Advanced Register records of 9435.14 
pounds of milk and 543.03 pounds of 
butter fat and 12438.28 pounds of milk 
and 630.98 pounds of butter fat re- 
spectively. Her sire was the great son 
of Dolly Dimple 19144 A. R. 628, Dolly 
Dimple’s May King of Langwater 12997. 
We made friends with Nancy and stroked 
her over impressing ourselves with her 
exceedingly good dairy qualities. Nancy 
is of good size for a young cow, excep- 
tionally good in length of body, fine in 
the head and neck. Her large abdominal 
and maternal cavities give one the 
impression that she was narrow and 
perhaps slight in chest and heart girth, 
but on close impression, we were de- 
ceived. She had a very rapid and force- 
ful flow of blood indicated as we pressed 
her milk veins that were nearly as large 
as the little finger coursing about near 
the heart on the outside of the body in 
well defined vein channels. All these 
dairy characteristics when summed to- 
gether impressed us with what a great 
cow Nancy is and we could realize why 
Mr. Blandy and his superintendent are 
banking so on Peerless and his daughters. 
We then viewed the other matrons who 
were in individual stalls and under 
Advanced Register work. We haven’t 
space to tell of them separately. We 
were impressed with their good size and 
we believe with any dairy breed the 
larger the matron, other things being 
equal, the more wonderful will be her 
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work. Mr. Dodge said this proved true 
with him and that he was growing*and 
developing the young things for size and 
capacity. 

We were shown a good number of 
Peerless’ sons and daughters. The sons 
were for sale and were being priced at 
right prices. The daughters were to be 
retained in the herd and given Advanced 
Register records. While our inspection 
was a hasty one, we will return again to 
view the daughters of Peerless and the 
Advanced Register work going on there. 
We have been students of Holstein- 
Friesian breeding and records, but our 
meeting the breeders of this Guernsey 
community and seeing such good dairy 
animals and what they have done for the 
community, has tmpressed us to become 
closer students in breeding, Advanced 
Register work and otherwise of this 
great breed of dairy cattle. We are

The Herd of One Cow. 


There appeared among the columns of 
a recent issue of The New York Farmer 
the following item regarding the pure 
bred and scrub cow: 

“*The ‘herd of one cow,’ if she be a 
cow averaging 15,000 pounds of milk a 
year, may be worth $1000 and yet be a 
maker of profit, while $1000 invested in 
twenty $50 scrub or toy small-yield 
cows will surely fasten upon the pro- 
ducer a herd that will lose money for 
him from the start to finish. The $1000 
big-yielder will earn money on her milk. 
Her calves will sell for high prices and 
earn large profits. She will be a good 
investment. The twenty small-yielders 
will produce the poorest milk, the poorest 
beef and the poorest veal at the highest 
costs to be sold at the lowest prices.” 
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The Color of Guernseys. 


A reader asks if there is ‘‘any particu- 
lar color that pure-bred Guernsey cattle 
should have. 

“Which have the highest colored 
milk and butter, Jerseys or Guernseys?” 

Shaw in his ‘‘Study of the Breeds” 
has the following to say relative to the 
color of Guernseys: 

‘1. The colors include red, light 
lemon, orange and yellow fawn, some- 
times solid but commonly with white 
markings. 

“*2.. The shading includes such hues 
as reddish yellow, darker than brown, 
and fawn dun, but never gray, as in the 


Jersey. 


**3. The color markings are white 
and are distinct and they are found 
sometimes on the body but oftener on 
the face, flanks, legs and switch. 

“4. Among the favorite colors are 
orange red, orange fawn and lemon 
fawn, with white markings.” 

In the scale of points adopted by the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, the 
color is stated as follows: ‘‘Color of 
hair, a shade of fawn with white mark- 
ings.”’ Cream-colored nose, horns and 
hoofs amber-colored. 

Wilcox and Smith in their ‘‘Farmers’ 
Cyclopedia of Livestock” state that 
‘*The color is light yellow and orange 
and buff predominating, with consider- 
able white in patches on the body and 
legs. Dark colors approaching brown 
are seen on some cows and more fre- 
quently on bulls. The muzzle is most 
always buff or flesh color.” 

It will be seen that a wide variation 
in the shade of ‘‘fawn” and the white 
markings may occur in this breed. 

To determine the purity of breeding 
by the color is always diflicult and gen- 
erally impossible. Of course, there are 
certain colors which do not occur in 
pure bred Guernseys, but on the other 
hand, the fact that an animal conforms 
to the Guernsey colors, as given by the 
authorities cited, is by no means proof 
that the animal is pure bred. 

As a breed, the milk and butter of 
the Guernseys are more highly colored 
than the milk and butter of the Jersey.

Join with Neighbors and Buy a Pure 
Bred Bull.. 
NDER the above title there 
appeared in a recent issue of 
The Progressive Farmer the fol- 
lowing news item: 

“‘We will never be able to make any 
creditable record in the creamery and 
dairy business in the South until grade 
bulls are sent to the butcher pens, and 
pure breds are substituted. The demon- 
stration agent in a county where a 
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creamery is in operation remarked the 
other day that it was astonishing how 
few pure bred sires are found in the 
county, and it was also disgusting to 
find so many farmers in the county 
breeding to grade bulls (even low grade 
bulls). 


‘*The Local Union that decides to 
‘swat’ the grade bulls and bring to the 
community pure bred bulls from good 
record blood lines makes the most profit- 
able investment that it is possible to 
make in proportion to the investment. 
It is possible for one good pure bred sire, 
costing $100 to $150, to be worth several 
thousand dollars to a community within 
five or six years, and if the grading up 
continues for a period of eight or ten 
years the cows of the vicinity will be- 
come so nearly pure breds that for utility 
purposes they will be equivalent to pure 
breds, all the result of using pure bred 
sires that cost each individual farmer a 
mere trifle if purchased under the co- 
operative plan.

The more efficient the 
machine and the better it is operated 
the larger the returns. Here is where 
two-thirds of the men who milk cows in 
the United States fail. They milk cows 
that are just cows instead of cows that 
are efficient milk producing machines. 
A leading dairy authority, after years of 
widely conducted investigation along 
this particular line, says that one-third 
of all the cows milked in the United 
States are kept at a loss, one-third barely 
pay for their feed and the other third 
return a profit to their owners.

The Dairy Cow. 
HE dairy cow is a machine that 
takes the bulky and coarse farm 
crops and extracts from them 


In an investigation made by Hoard’s 
Dairyman of 100 herds whose products 
were sold to the same creamery it was 
found that in 42 of the herds the feed 
cost more than was received for the milk. 
One man milking 15 cows received 46 
cents for each dollar’s worth of feed that 
they consumed through the year, while 
a neighbor received $1.67 for each dollar’s 
worth of feed given his cows. Many 
men have tested their cows in this way 
and by callung out their poor ones, have 
more than doubled the yield of butter fat 
a cow a year. Their herds have been 
changed from barely paying expenses 
to producing good profits—The Mon- 
tana Farmer.

Realizing Profits on Good Care and 


Good Feeding. 


OR a number of years, prices of 
dairy products have been very 


inviting during the winter season,’ 
and an Increasing number of men have 


turned their attention to winter dairying. 


But the supply still falls short of the 


demand, and the management of the 
winter dairy, is still a very practical 
question for the man who keeps cows 
that freshen in the fall. 

If the herd is to be a source of profit 


the cows must be in good condition for 


their work. Too many people seem to 
think that the cow that does not give 
milk can get along 
attention whatever. She is, therefore, 
abandoned to short pastures as soon as 
she is dry—and, what with grass that is 
short and thin, with flies that inceasingly 
torment her, and cold autumn winds and 
slow drizzling rains, she would often 
wish herself dead, if she could. The dry 
cow will fight flies and get her living on 
good pasture without any grain. She 
will endure the rain, too, provided it is 
not too cold, and she is not left out in it 
too long a time. 

It is not essential to keep the herd 
in a hot house, but the cows must be 


cared for, if they are to be a source of 


profit. No care of them is more wisely 
bestowed than that which we give them 
while they are dry. The cow that is 
allowed to run down in flesh before 
freshening, is in no condition for a good 
season’s work. She will give a small 
amount of milk and her test will be low. 
True in time she will catch up, and in 
the last of the period of lactation she 
may do very well, but all through the 
months that have gone she is_ taking 
tribute for our neglect during a few weeks 
while we really forgot that she was on 
earth at all or thanked our stars that we 
did not have her to bother with. 

If I could, | would have all my cows 
freshen between October 20 and Decem- 
ber 1. The cows that freshen in Septem- 
ber catch us filling silos and those that 
come fresh during the forepart of October 
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Her 
loyalty has never weakened—and should

are apt to find us digging potatoes. In 
either case, we have no time to bother 
with them. I like to have them wait 
until I can give the new calf with royal 
blood in its veins the attention that its 
importance demands. The cow, too, 
must not be neglected on account of the 
great pressure of work. Not that either 
of them will probably need much of our 
time, but they must be watched. The 
ration of the cow before freshening must 
be carefully noted, and at the critical 
time, we must be on the lookout for milk 
fever. 

With the cows all in, and ready for 
work, we should next turn out attention 
to the stable. The good dairyman has 
thought of that before. During the long 
rainy days in autumn, he has spent much 
of his time at the barn, making wise 
alterations and needed improvements. 
He knows that the stable must be warm, 
and he has therefore made the walls 
tight and as impervious to the cold as 
possible. He knows that it must be 
light, and he has provided a sufficient 
number of windows to admit the sun’s 
rays for a large part of the day, and make 
the stable pleasant and homelike for the 
animals whose comfort will soon bring 
him a substantial reward for his thought- 
fulness. He is mindful, too, of the need 
of ventilation. He knows that the great 
fight against tuberculosis can be won 
only with an abundance of pure air. 
Air and light are the enemies of disease, 
and these natural weapons with which 
nature warns against the forces which 
threaten life must be provided in liberal 
quantities. 


The cow is but a machine by which a 
few staple products of the farm are 
manufactured into dairy products. With 
the machines in good working order, 
well housed and assured of proper care, 
we can turn our attention to the ma- 
terials out of which we expect through 
the medium of these machines to produce 
our milk and cream. Every cow in a 
winter dairy should have all the good 
silage she will eat, twice each day. She 
should have none to waste, and in case 
she has not eaten all that was given at 
her last meal, her manger should be 
cleaned out before feeding time comes 
again. Generally, however. we are able 
to adjust the quantity to the demands of 
her appetite. The cows should be given 
all the hay they will consume. The cow 
having eaten a liberal ration of silage, 
will require but little hay, but she will 
consume that little, and turn it to ac- 
count. The proportion of silage to hay 
may vary according to the supply of 
each on hand. If there is plenty of 
silage and less of hay, then feed more of 
the silage. If the mows are full of hay, 
and the silo is not filled to its capacity, 
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feed more lightly of silage, and give the 
cows more hay. Make the silage last all 
winter at any rate. When the weather 
is severely cold, and the silage badly 
frozen, feed less of it and give more hay. 

It is comparatively easy to feed rough- 
age for all we need do is to give the cows 
what they will eat and prevent any 


waste, but the economical feeding of 


grain is not so easy. Most farmers do 
not feed as much grain as the animals 
require to do good work, but it is possible 
to over feed. That is, it is possible to 
feed more grain than the cows can use 
economically. It requires a great deal 
of experience to feed grain intelligently 
to a herd of dairy cows. A few years ago, 
1 could have spoken on this subject with 
much more confidence than is possible 
now. The more | learn about this matter 
of feeding the more I realize the import- 
ance of taking into consideration the indi- 
viduality of the cow. Any man with a 
fair idea of English, and a knowledge of 
dairy literature, might write dairy arti- 
cles, but the practical dairyman must 
take his degree in the cow-stable. 

Not that I would dsicourage the read- 
ing of dairy literature, nor the writing of 
dairy articles for the agricultural press, 
but what I wish to say is, that every man 
who makes this business a success must 
take the best that he reads, mixing it 
with all the ‘‘common sense” he can 
muster, and then go into his stables and 
there with his cows work out every 
difficult problem as nearly as he can. 

But back to this matter of the grain: 
The cow should be given as much as she 
will use with profit to her owner. This 
is the rule, but to apply it required pa- 
tience, application and good _ sense. 
First, we must find out what the cows 
are doing. We cannot get along without 
the scales and the tester. The cows will 
live just as long and be just as comfort- 
able without them, but we will lose 
money right along if we try to guess at 
the requirements of our cows. If we find 
out how much fat our cows are producing 
and then feed a pound of grain each day 
for every pound of fat the cow produces 
in a week, we shall be as close to the 
mark as we can get. For example, if the 
cow makes one pound of fat each day, or 
seven pounds in a week, then give her 
seven pounds of grain per day. If she 
produces ten pounds of fat per week, 
give her ten pounds of grain per day, and 
so on. But you say, What if she pro- 


duces twenty pounds of fat each week? © 
Then give her twenty pounds of grain 
per day, and just as good care as you are 
capable of furnishing. Look at her each 
morning before you see your driving 
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horse. Don’t let her shiver in the barn- 
yard; don’t treat her to ice water; keep 
her in a warm, clean stable and study 
her every want. 

Yet you may, for some day she may 
bring forth a calf that will do even better 
than its dam.—The Farmer’s Review.

It pays to breed for a purpose. In no 
line of breeding will this prove more 
satisfactory than in the dairy cattle. It 
is possible to replace the mother by the 
daughter and keep this up a fei genera- 
tions and secure a magnificent herd of 
dairy cows. There are only a few persons 
who are really scientific breeders and 
who can outline a plan of breeding and 
stick to it until something really good 
has been accomplished. The vacillating 
tendency of most persons causes them 
to change their fancy;they see something 
else that pleases them better, something 
that arouses their curiosity and inclina- 
tion to try it; they let loose of what they 
formerly were infatuated with and take 
up with the new idea and thus accom- 
plish nothing. It is this class of breeders 
or producers that undo what the con- 
stant, persistent breeder is striving to 
accomplish—fill the country with im- 
proved animals of a high standard. 

There will continue to be scrubs as 
long as there are persons who experiment 
in cross-breeding for breeding purposes, 
and there is no evidence that this habit 
will cease.

‘*To be able to tell whether a cow Is a 
Holstein or Guernsey or of some other 
breed is good information, but to know 
how much milk and butter fat she will 
produce in a year from keeping a first- 
hand record is more valuable informa- 
tion. Teachers of agriculture in schools 
where breeds are taught should require 
the students to keep records with the 
cows at home on the farm.. Information 
gained in this way will last and it will 
mean something. Cows are kept for the 
production of milk and the quantity and 
richness of milk produced determines 
profit or loss. It follows, therefore, that 
any study of dairy cows that does not 
determine their production is incom- 
plete. No student should be passed in 
the subject until this information had 
been gained.” 


The Good Cows Are Being Retained. 
NE of the most significant features 
of the dairy industry is the fact 
that so few really good cows are

the country to-day than there ever were 
before, and cow values were never as 


high as they are now, it is comething of 
a task to find a breeder who is willing to 


part with his best stock, especially on the 
female side. Bulls of all ages are being 
offered freely, and in many instances at 
prices considerably under their value, 
but heifers and cows are being retained 
in the herds from which they originated. 
It shows that breeders of high-class 
dairy cattle are not stampeding to get 
out of the business. Good dairy cows 
are moneymakers in the hands of in- 
telligent dairymen, and the fact that the 
owners of such cows are not falling over 
themselves to dispose of their good cows 
at present high prices is pretty good 
evidence that the majority of breeders 
have faith in the business. We believe 
the scarcity of good cows affords an 
incentive to dairy farmers to engage in 
community breeding. In a few words, 
community breeding means the co- 
operative handling of one breed by 
several farmers in a given community 
or section. This scheme has been worked 
out in many communities, notably in 
Wisconsin, and wherever it has been 
tried it has given excellent results. The 
most conspicuous example of community 


breeding is at Waukehsa, Wisconsin, 
which is known the world over as a 


Guernsey community. The association 
was Organized nine years ago with twelve 
members. To-day the association num- 
bers nearly one hundred members who 
own about 2000 registered Guernsey 
cattle, or about ten per cent of the regis- 
tered cattle in the United States. Mr. 
Will Forbes in his address before the 
Wisconsin State dairymen’s association 
says of the financial importance of this 
one association at Waukesha: ‘“Breeders 
of Guernseys have been attracted to this 
county on account of the association, 
have bought farms, built fine homes and 
farm buildings. The members alone 
have sold nearly half a’ million dollars 
worth of Guernseys and Guernsey prod- 
ucts during the last year and Waukesha 
County has rightly and loyally earned 
the title of the Guernsey capital of 
America.” This bit of history is in- 
formation of the first importance, and 


its meaning should be_ thoughtfully 
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considered by dairymen in other sections 
of the country. 

Speaking of Guernsey cattle breeding 
reminds us to mention another example 
of community effort. Up in Washington 
County, New York, is a place called 
Greenwich, which for forty years has 
enjoyed the reputation of being a Guern- 
sey community. In a recent issue of the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal we find a 
half-page advertisement containing the 
names and addresses of the twenty-one 
Guernsey breeders who are interested in 
the association movement. The names 
of the breeders are arranged alphabeti- 
cally. Though the advertisement con- 
tains nothing more than the names of 
the breeders, it is an open directory to 
the buyer who is in the market for a 
carload of first-class stock. We dare say 
the policy of the Greenwich breeders is 
to pull together to the last man, and 
when a buyer comes into the community 
he is given an opportunity to find exactly 
what he is looking for. If one breeder 
does not have the goods, he is passed 
along to the next breeder. This is co- 
operation in its best form. No jealousy 
between breeders, and no blackguarding 
behind one’s back. They all pull to- 
gether and work together for the benefit 
of each other. 

The fact that good cows are yearly 
becoming more scarce and high in price 
is an additional incentive to the or- 
ganization of community breeders’ asso- 
clations representing al! breeds of cattle.

Oak Ridge Guernseys. 


Editors, Guernsey Breeders’ Journal:— 


With the same end in view that Mr. 
Ryan has had ever since the establish- 
ment of the Oak Ridge flocks and herds, 
namely the propagation and distribution 
of high class registered breeding stock to 
promote the welfare of young breeders 
in his native state, Mr. Ryan during 
October decided to satisfy so far as 
possible the great demand for pure bred 
Guernsey females and authorized the 
sale of some hundred head of selected 
stock from the Oak Ridge herd. 

The herd has always been kept care- 
fully culled out and all poor producers 

- sent to the butcher. Scores of pure bred 
bulls of unsurpassed type and breeding 
were placed in the state among up-to- 
date farmers who had a desire to breed 
Guernseys. While these youngsters were 
being developed and their first daughters 
beginning to show the value of this 
breed in the dairy business a great herd 
was being developed on Mr. Ryan’s 
10,000 acre home for later distribution 
when the time was ripe. Under ordinary 

herd conditions the foundation cows 
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were put on Advanced Register test to 
determine their normal dairy ability. 
Judged as dairy cows under the condi- 
tions that prevailed the results were 
phenomenal compared to the work of 
ordinary dairy cows. These results 
started the more progressive dairymen 
of the state thinking and turning towards 
the Guernsey as a source of profit. As 
the ability of the members of the herd 
as producers was demonstrated and their 
trueness to type proved by showing 
them at state fairs against all comers the 
demand for sons of Imp. Aimable of the 
Isle 18373 and more still the demand 
for his daughters was well nigh sufficient 
to break down anybody’s resolution and 
cause them to sell at the prices offered 
by prominent breeders, but the manage- 
ment hung on until there were nearly 
175 head in the herd and then they 
offered them to the waiting applicants. 


Over one hundred head were sold at 
private sale in one month at good prices, 
and all but four remained inside the 
state of Virginia. The demand from all 
over the United States was enormous, 
hundreds could have been sold, it would 
have been impossible for any one breeder 
to have even supplied the bull calves 
alone. The management bent their 
efforts to supplying the home demand 
first, but could not begin to touch a 
third of it. As a result of this distribu- 
tion at least six new herds have been 
established and although Oak Ridge had 
to pull its front teeth to do this its repu- 
tation remains unimpaired, and the herd 
that remains is composed of finer animals 
than the original foundation herd could 
boast of. 

Mention of the new herds will not be 
made at this time as it is deemed better 
to let them speak for themselves in 
results as the years go by. Suflice it to 
say that a goodly portion go into South- 
side Virginia which is the section south 
of the James River and east of the Blue 
Ridge and which is an ideal dairy section. 
The greatest advantages it has are a 
genial climate and a soil that quickly 
responds to intelligent farming yielding 
all crops that a dairyman grows. Alfalfa 
yielda five crops a year and grass and 
grazing crops furnsh pasture for nine 
months. It is easily accessible to the 
great markets of Lynchburg, Richmond, 
Petersburg, Narfolk and Newport News. 
The Norfolk and Western and the 
Virginian Railways traverse it east and 
west whilst the Southern, Atlantic Coast 
Line, Seaboard Air Line and the Lynch- 
burg and Danville cross it north and 
south. This is the country to which the 
dairy cow must turn to find her natural 
home and greatest demand for her 
products. Southside Virginia will one

Kansas Needs Pure Bred Dairy Cattle. 
A. D. Folker, the County Agent, 


located at Mankato, Kansas, sends out 


the following information concerning 
farm and dairy conditions in their 
county. 


**This is known as a corn and alfalfa 
county; of the latter we have about 
60,000 acres and of corn 150,000 to 
200,000 acres each year; and about 
20,000 acres of oats. Our soil is of lime- 
stone formation and quite productive. 
Of late years the county has been grow- 
ing more and more wheat. Our cattle 
are mostly of a poor grade of beef cattle, 
there are only a few herds of ordinary 
dairy herds in the county; the greatest 
demand is for milking Shorthorns, and 
under present conditions it would seem 
that there is the greatest need for good 
dual purpose cattle here. The land is 
now selling from $50 to $150 per acre, as 
this becomes higher priced there will be 
greater interest in dairying. We need 
more pure bred herds of dairy cattle.’’ 

We trust the Guernsey breeders will 
recognize the fact that this may furnish 
a potential market for some of their 
cattle. 
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
